Plaintiff Meyer Sales Company, Inc.’s president filed this case pro se in the Circuit

Court for Barron County.  Subsequently, defendant removed the case to this court because

it concerns alleged violations of the Labor Management Relations Act, 29 U.S.C. § 187, over

which this court has jurisdiction.  On August 19, 2005, I entered an order advising plaintiff

that corporations are not allowed to prosecute actions in federal court unless they are

represented by counsel.  Therefore, I ordered that no later than September 16, 2005, the

plaintiff corporation was to enter a notice of appearance of a lawyer who would represent

plaintiff in this case.  I advised plaintiff that if, by September 16, 2005, a notice of

appearance of counsel was not filed, I would dismiss this case on the court's own motion

without prejudice to the plaintiff corporation's filing suit by counsel at some later date.
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Plaintiff has not responded to the August 19 order.

Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED that this case is DISMISSED on the court’s own

motion without prejudice to plaintiff’s filing suit by counsel at some later date.
